WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
Congress adjourned last night aft- 
er nine and @ half months of al- 
most continuous session. With a 
75-day breather ahead before they 


home today to listen to the voters’ 
ideas of how to run the country. 

The windup last night of the 
289-day first session of the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Eighty-first Con- 


gress got a “well done” from Pres- 
ident Truman and a Republican 
denunciation of “statism.” 

The House, quit for the year at 
7 o'clock. Seventy minutes later, 
at 8:10, the Senate wound up its 
affairs. Unless a special session 
is called, they are through for 
this year. 

“Well Worth While”—Truman. 

The President noted in letters 
to Speaker Rayburn and Vice 
President Barkley that it had 
been a long, hard session. Then 
he added: “I am confident that 
the American people will agree 
that the results have been well 
worth while.” 

House Republican Leader Mar- 
tin of Massachusetts, however, is- 
sued a statement saying that “the 
first session of the LEighty-first 
Congress which has just adjourned 
will go down in history as the tree 
which bent before the gale of 
statism.” That word has gained 
wide use among Republicans for 
what they say is a trend toward 
an all powerful Federal Govern- 
ment which attempts to regulate 
everything the citizens do. “Mr. 
Truman’s socialistic program must 
be stopped in the months ahead,” 
Martin asserted. 

Farm Bill Approved. 

On the last day ofthe session, 
the. Senate and House gave their 
final approval to a high-level farm 
price support bill and passed a 
$1,314,010,000 appropriation to arm 
friendly: nations against Commu- 
nism, The Senate confirmed for- 
mer Senator Mon C. Waligren, 
Truman’s friend, to the Federal 
Power Commission and approved 
a string of uncontested nomina- 
tions. 

It had been a busy, if sometimes 
an acrimonious, session, and ad- 
journment was greeted joyfully on 
both sides of Capitol Hill.

Heavy Program in January. 

Members of Congress face a 
heavy schedule when they return 
in January. Awaiting them will 
be such warmed-over international 
problems as that of extending the 
European recovery’ and foreign 
arms assistance programs, as well 
as such recurring domestic issues 
as rent control, extension of the 
low-rent housing program and re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley Act. 

But some of these may have to 
yield the spotlight to more™con- 
troversial measures.

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 20 — Cir- 
cumstances surrounding the gang- 
style murder of Wolf C. Rimann, 


Gov. Forrest Smith, last March 
24, came before the United States 
grand jury here today in its in- 
quiry into the nation-wide gam- 
bling syndicate operations direct- 
ed by the notorious Frank Cos- 
tello of New York. 


The jury, which cannot go into 
the actual details of the murder 
because that is a_ state case, 
turned to the unsolved Rimann 
case following reports that Ri- 
mann was killed by three St. 
Louis gangsters hied for the job 
by the North Side Italian fac- 
tion of Democrats, because he 
failed to fulfill election promises 
to open up Jackson county to 
slot machine operations. 


Statement by Attorney. 


These reports have been current 
in Kansas City political and police 
circles, although police officials 
said they have been unable to ob- 
tain any concrete evidence to sup- 
port them. John S. Cannon, at- 
torney for Rimann, told this re- 
porter that the ‘same information 
reached him and that he “had 
hopes” of developing it. 

Previous inquiry disclosed that 
Rimann had aroused the anger of 
the Chicago Capone syndicate by 
obtaining a franchise to distribute 
Schenley liquor products and had 
received death threats six days be- 
fore his murder. The automobile 
used by his murderers was traced 
to St. Louis. 

The hired murderers were said 
to have received $5000 each for 
killing Rimann, who was manager 
and principal stockholder of the 
Hilicrest ntry Club and the 
holder of mortgages on about 120 
taverns’in Kansas City. 

Close Friend of Sheriff. 

In addition to being a supporter 
of Gov. Smith and the Dem- 
ocratic party in Missouri, Ri- 
Mann was a close personal friend 
of Jackson county sheriff Eugene 
Purdome. Rimann was known as 
a power in the sheriff's office and, 
it was learned, he paid the bills 
for sending the sheriff’s mounted 
escort from Kansas City to Wash- 
ington for President Truman’s in- 
auguration and to Jefferson City 
for Gov. Smith’s inauguration. 

Purdome said the cost of send- 
ing the escort was about $3500, 
which was repaid to Rimann. 

Purdome and his deputies, Jack 
Bryce and William Delahunty, 
were waiting on the fifth floor of 
the Federal Building today to ap- 
pear before the jury. With them 
was Harry Hundley, former Kan- 
sas City policeman who is now 
business manager of the Western 
Specialty Co., one of Rimann’s en- 
terprises, and several other em- 
ployes of Rimann’s various busi- 
nesses. 


Milling about the corridors and 
pacing in and outof the anterooms 
were 51' gamblers of Kansas City 
and eastern Kansas who also are 
waiting to appear before the jury. 


Shaken by Butler’s Death.

FAGE FOREST PARK 


$3,500,000 Structure to 


way Between Laclede, 
Forest Park Blvd.

Plans. for construction of a 15- 
story apartment building at a cost 
of $3,500,000, on a site occupying 
the entire Kingshighway frontage 
between Forest Park boulevard 
and Laclede avenue, opposite For- 
est Park, were announced today. 

Described by promoters as the 
“first important building of its 
type in St. Louis in over 20 years,” 
the building will huve 215 apart- 
ments, shops and offices for doc- 
tors. The promoters are Anthony 
Campagna, president of the Cam- 
|pagna Construction Corp. of New 
York, and his sons, Joseph and 
John. 

The Campagnas originally in- 
tended to use the plans for con- 
struction of the apartment in New 
York City, opposite Washington 
Square. They had contracted for 
a large quantity of structural steel 
and had started work when the 
project fell through because of civ- 
ic objections to the destruction of 
some historical buildings. 

They then investigated the pos- 
sibility of moving the project to 
some other city, and finally decid- 
ed to transfer the plans go St. 
Louis. 

They said engineering core bor- 
ings and soil tests of the site had 
been completed and that construc- 
tion was expected to begin within 
a few weeks. The land, fronting 
368 feet on Kingshighway was 
purchased from Oliver R. and Ma- 
bel C. Burkart, the owners through 
Edward L. Bakewell. The sale 
price was not disclosed. 

Folléwing transfer of the project 
to St. Louis, the plans were re- 
vised to comply with requirements 
of the St. Louis building code. 
The building will have apartments 
of one and one-half to five rooms, 
some of them opening onto ter- 
races. There will be a 200-automo- 
bile basement garage for tenants. 
The first floor will have & restau- 
rant, shops and physician offices. 
Rental rates have not been fixed. 

Contractors for the work will be 
Thompson-Starrett Co., New York, 
assisted by A. H. Stiel of St. Louis.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
Premier Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugo- 
slavia won a seat in the United 
‘Nations Security Council today 
over Russian-sponsored Czecho- 
slovakia. The action by the 59- 
nation General Assembly was a 
rebuff to the Cominform Soviet 


bloc. 

Yugoslavia was elected on the 
second ballot in secret voting, get- 
ting 39 votes to 19. Thirty-nine 
votes were required for election. 
Yugoslavia thus squeezed by on 
the minimum number of Votes 
needed. 

The United States supported 
Yugoslavia for the Council seat 
now held by the Soviet Ukraine. 
The seating changes Dec. 31, 

Two Others Win Seats. 

India, opposed by Pakistan be- 
cause of their inter - dominion 
strife over Kashmir, and Ecuador 
won seats on the first ballot. They 
succeed Canada and Argentina on 
the 11-nation Council. 

The complete first ballot vote 
showed: Ecuador 57, India 56, 
Yugoslavia 37, Czechoslovakia 20, 
Afghanistan 1 and the Philippines 


Russia’s Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
took .the floor both before and 
after the results were announced. 

Rising intmediately after the de- 
cision against Czechoslovakia, he 
charged the election of Yugoslavia 
was a violation of the U. N. char- 
ter because it failed, he said, to 
take into account provisions re- 
garding geographic distribution of 
Council seats. The West previously 
had contended that Yugoslavia 
was just as qualified to represent 
eastern Europe as Czechoslovakia. 

Vishinsky declared Yugoslavia’s 
candidacy was advanced by the 
United States and Britain through 
behind-the-scenés maneuvering. 

Britain Backs Czechs. 

Assembly President Carlos P. 
Romulo banged his gavel repeat- 
edly but Vishinsky held the floor 
about four minutes. 

“Yugoslavia cannot and will not 
be considered a member of the 
eastern bloc,” Vishinsky said. 

He termed the election “an at- 
tempt to turn the Security Council 
into an obedient tool of the Anglo- 
American bloc.” 

Britain had announced in ade 
vance that it would support Czech- 
oslovakia. A spokesman said after 
the voting that Britain voted for 
Czechoslovakia on both ballots. 

As Vishinsky left the building 
reporters asked whether he would 
make a further statement. He re- 
plied, “I exhaustéd myself on the 
floor.” 

Czechoslovak Foreign Minister 
Viadimir Clementis told reporters: 
“Even those who obeyed the Amere 
ican orders in voting had no doubt 
that the result would make world 
collaboration hereafter difficult, 
not only in the United Nations but 
outside as well.” 

He called the victory of Yugo~ 
slavia “a shameful blow at the 
United Nations.” He did not in- 
clude Britain in his attack, as had 
Vishinsky and other Soviet bloc 
delegates. 

Vishinsky Ignores Gavel. 

Before the voting, Vishinsky 
rose on a point of order but was 
ruled out of order by Romulo.

Coons asserted in his letter that 
the court-martial was prejudiced 
and that Taylor did not die as a 
result of the beating, but from an 
operation performed on him after 
the beating.

Way Cleared for A-Bomb Work. 


Congress cleared the way for a 
fast start on the Administration's 
‘plan to expand atom bomb mak- | 
‘ing facilities and the supporting 
‘TVA power system at a cost of 
/'more than $300,000,000. 
| Reacting to Truman’s recent an- 
‘mouncement of an atomic explo- 
sion in Russia, members $f Con- 
gress voted to relax curbs they 
placed only a few months ago on 
spending powers of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The House, usually jealous of its 
hold on the federal pursestrings, 
eased its grip in this case without 
a single objection. Not one mem- 
ber raised his voice to oppose a 
Senate-approved measure relaxing 
the restrictions, and the bill went 
along to the White House for ap- 
parently certain signature. 

Earlier this year, Congress de- 
creed that the Atomic Commision 
could not start unbudgeted con- 
struction projects costing more 
than $500,000 without first getting 
approval of three congressional 
committees. These were the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Committee 
| and House and Senate committees 
'on appropriations. 


Under the amendment rushed 
through yesterday, the commis- 
‘sion can start construction of 
unbudgeted technical or produc- 
tion facilities if it satisfies the 
Budget Director that they are 
necessary for the national defense. 

Without waiting for the spend- 
ing curbs to be relaxed finally by 
|Truman’s signature of this meas- 
ure, AEC and TVA officials out- 
| lined their plans to members of 
|the House Appropriations {om- 
mittee. 

Committee members said they 
| gave a quick “go ahead” for the 
| Administration’s plan to expedite 
‘the more than $300,000,000 pro- 
| gram. 

Representative Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee, acting chairman, told 
reporters afterward that activities 
of the Atomic Energy Commission 


and the TVA in Tennessee will 


both be expanded enormously. He 
said TVA will construct new dams 
and additional steam plants to ex- 
pand its electric power output. 

Initial funds for the atomic part 
of the program will come out of 
the AEC’s budgetary reserve of 
approximately $30,000,000, which 
Truman has authorized it to use 
to “get started on this propo- 
sition,” as Senator McMahon 
(Dem.), Connecticut, put it Tues- 
day. 

Congress voted to restore five 
months back pay to Reclamation 
Commissioner Michael W. Straus 
and Califurnia Regional Director 
Richard L. Boke. 

The two officials were denied 
pay for the period Feb. 1 to 
July 1. The last Congress wrote 
|a restriction into the Department 
be of the Interior appropriation bill 
prohibiting salary payment to per- 
sons in those positions who were 
not experienced engineers. 


Straus and Boke have been 
under investigation on charges by 
Senator Downey (Dem.), Califor- 
nia of corrupt mismanagement 
and inefficiency in the Reclama- 
tion Bureau. 

Salaries of Straus and Boke ap- 
proximated. $10,000 a year each 
during the period they were off 
the payroll. Straus’s salary was 
increased to $14,000 a year by 
congressional action a few weeks 
ago boosting the pay of Govern- 
ment executives.

He said it could be done 
through the teachings of Mohan- 
das K. Gandhi, apostle of non- 
violence who led India to igpde- 
pendence and then was assassi- 
nated. 

Nehru told 1600 persons at a 
public dinner in his honor that 
the world is suffering from a “fear 
complex.” Fear, he said, is a con- 
tagious thing: “One nation gets 
afraid and the other gets afraid, 
and the fear rises and makes de- 
plorable consequences.” 

Gandhi, he said, made his peo- 
ple unafraid, and as a result they

margin, scraped together after a month of arduous Pparlia- 
mentary maneuvering, Konrad Adenauer, a Catholic conservative 
with a skilled political hand, became the Chancellor of the Second 
German Republic and the first leader of all of western Germany. 


Adenauer will need all his po- 
litical skill and experience to keep 
himself and his conservative 
coalition afloat in the sea of post- 
war German politics. Few, if any, 


governments have started life 
with as many difficulties in its 


path. 
In a world and in a Germany 


divided into two camps, Ade- 
nauer must attempt to solve 


western Germany’s enormous in- 
ternal economic and social prob- 


conflicting interests 
to annul any of his 


actions, and with a bare parlia- 
mentary majority which can 
break up easily over any ques- 
tion involving the powers of the 
central government or social 
changes in Germany. 

Forming that majority are 
members of the three of the 10 
German parties which are repre- 
sented in the Bundestag, the low- 
er house of the German legisla- 
ture. The large number of parties 
reflects the fact that German pol- 
itics in 1949 are conditioned by a 
mumber of factors peculiar to 
postwar Germany. 

Historic Differences. 

Whereas the parties of the 
United States and Great Britain 
tend to divide principally on prob- 
lems of economics and social wel- 
fare, Germany not only has an 
economic and social left and 
right, but also the further compli- 
cations caused by differences, 
with historical roots, over central- 
ization and religion. The parties 
represent varying combinations of 
opinions on those problems, while 
en to adapt their essen- 
tially tional programs to the 
realities of life in modern Ger- 


many. 

The principal parties of post- 
war Germany are: The two chief 
props of Adenauer’s Government, 
the Christian Democratic Union- 

Social Union and the

The Catholic conservative wing 
of the Christian Democratic Union 
is led by Adenauer, 73-year old 
slight but wiry former mayor of 
Cologne, who represents Rhine- 
land co and industrial 
interests which, temporarily at 
least, have a slim upper hand in 
the party. In appearance and 
manner typical of the statesmen 
who ruled continental Europe be- 
tween the two world wars, he was 
one of the few members of the 
Bundestag to wear a morning 
coat for the first formal meeting 
of that body. 


European Union. 


Adenauer is a strong proponent 
of a union of western Europe, and 
a bitter foe of the Russians. A 
Russian-licensed Berlin news- 
paper called him a “post-war 
Quisling whose name will be held 
up to contumely in the schools of 
the future.” 


An opponent of socialization, his 
economics agree largely with 
those of Ludwig Erhard, minister 
of economics in his cabinet and 
probably the second most impor- 
tant figure in the ae geage of 
post-war Germany. Erhard, a fat, 
jolly, 52-year-old professional econ- 
omist and champion of free en- 
terprise, got into the CDU largely 
by accident, and his policies of a 
virtually uncontrolled economy be- 
came those of the CDU largely by 
accident. 


In both cases, the cause was the 
fact that Erhard, then a non-party 
man, happened to become minister 
of economics of the Bizonal Ger- 
man limited government, prede- 
cessor to the present west Ger- 
man government, as a result of 
squabbles among the German 
parties. The Bizonal government 
was run by the CDU, and it 
accepted responsibility for Er- 
hard’s policies. 


Erhard’s free economy does not 
jibe with the ideas of the potent 
left-wing of the CDU-CSU, led 
by former Christian Trade Union 
members Karl Arnold, minister 
president of Nordrhein-Westfalen, 
Germany’s largest state, and Ja- 
kob Kaiser, head of the party in 
Berlin and former advocate of at- 
tempts to reach an understanding 
with the Russians in the interests 
of German unity, who is now min- 
ister for “All-German Affairs” in 
the cabinet. 


The left wing is opposed to out- 
right private ownership and con- 
trol of basic industries, and, de- 
spite the conservative economics 
of Adenauer and Erhard, the party 
is on record in support of “com- 
mon ownership” of key industries 
under certain conditions. The 
strength of the left wing was dem- 
onstrated when it compelled Ade- 
nauer to undertake a forlorn and 
what proved to be a futile attempt 
to form a coalition government 
with the Social Democratic Party, 
second largest party in Germany, 
before permitting him to form his 
conservative coalition.

The U also has a small, 
though increasingly important, 
Evangelical wing, including such 
men as Pastor Eugen Gersten- 
maier, director of the Evangel- 
isches Hilfswerk, giant Protestant 
relief and rehabilitation organiza- 
tion, and Gustav Heinemann, for- 
mer Mayor of Essen, who holds 
the important post of minister of 
the interior in Adenauer’s cabinet. 


There are two small predomi- 
nantly Catholic parties at either 
end of the CDU-CSU. One is the 
Bavarian party, extreme right 
wing opponent of the “Prussian 
power state” and of the Bonn 
Basic Law, which hold 17 seats in 
the Bundestag. It claims that 
Bismarck’s Germany was too cen- 
tralist, and favors a German fed- 
eration not much more closely tied 
together than the Benelux Eco- 
nomic Union of Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. Its 
members include some persons 
who favor the establishment of a 
Bavarian monarchy. 


To the left of the CDU is the 
Center Party, active only thus far 
in Nordrhein-Westfalen, which 
has 10 seats. It supports common 
ownership of basic industries 
and a strong central Ger- 
man government, but in most 
matters of education and cultural 
affairs lines up with the CDU. It 
opposes church participation in 
politics, however. It is led by 
Helene Wessel, who is believed to 
be the first woman to head a 
German political party. The Cen- 
ter Party also voted against the 
Basic Law, because the party felt 
that the:law does not include ade- 
quate safeguards assuring paren- 
tal and church control of educa- 
tion. 

The divisions in the ranks of 
the CDU-CSU have produced the 
paradoxical result that the strong- 
est supporters of Adenauer’s and 
Erhard’s economic policies are 
the members of another party, 
the Free Democratic Party, third 
largest in the Bundestag with 52 
seats. The party scored the largest 
gains in the parliamentary elec- 
tions. 

Speak for Business. 

The Free Democrats, the de- 
scendants of the 1848 German 
liberals, are the spokesmen of big 
city conservative business, indus- 
trial and professional men who 
disagree with the CDU on re- 
ligious and social matters. Most 
members of the party would fit 
in with the right wing of the Unit- 
ed States Republican Party or 
the British Conservative Party. 


They are rugged individualists, 
stout supporters of individual lib- 
erty, who demand an economic 
and social system untrammeled 
by more than a minimum of state 
control. True to their national 
liberal traditions, they favor a 
strong central government and 
the absolute separation of church 
and state. On the extreme right 
wing of the party are a few 
chauvinist nationalists.

EUROPEAN GOLD 
SMUGGLERS USING 
PLANES, POLICE SAY 


LONDON, Oct. 20 (UP)—Police 
of at least seven western Euro- 
pean countries are closing in on 
an international smuggling ring 
which has transported millions of 
dollars in gold by air and sea dur- 
ing the last nine months. 

Plans to break up the ring— 
possibly a political organization— 
were devised at the International 
Police Commission Conference last 
week at Bern, Switzerland, a 
Scotland Yard spokesman said to- 
day. ' 

The gang was known to own at 
least eight and probably more 
small, fast planes which have tak- 
en gold to private airfields in 
Britain, France, Spain, Switzer- 
land, Holland, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg. Officials said they first 
used forged documents to make 
their cargoes appear legal. But, 
as international police moved in, 
they switched to diplomatic pass- 
ports. 

In some cases the planes dropped 
the gold in parachutes over France 
and to’small boats off the north- 
ern European coast. 

“Enormous sums of money are 
involved,” an Amsterdam official 
said. “In some cases more than, 
200 pounds of gold ($112,000 at the 
legal rate) were in one shipment. 
He said he believed -the gold— 
bullion and gold articles—was be- 
ing transported from Switzerland 
to the various European coun- 
tries where it is purchased above 
the local rate by cautious investi- 
ors.

Looks on Japan

HORT of a personal invitation 

amounting to a command from 

the President of the United 
States, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
will not, in the opinion of his 
associates, return to the United 
States. The implication they leave 
is that such an invitation has not 
been received. 

‘Gen. MacArthur regards Japan 
as his destiny. With close friends 
he often talks about how remark- 
able it is that in the afternoon 
of his life he has been privileged 
to make his present contribution 
to peace and democracy. His 
leadership has been so vigorous, 
probably few persons realize he 
was chief of staff for two Presi- 
dents when boys he led into bat- 
tle in World War II were young 
children. -Chief of staff, as Mac- 
Arthur must recall, is ordinarily 
the crown of a soldier’s career, 
but in MacArthur’s it now seems 
a mere curtain raiser. 


Talks for History Books. 


Like Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 
General has a strong sense of 
history and is greatly concerned 
with his place in it. He works 
hard at the job of keeping the 
record straight, and in his public 
pronouncements, he talks for the 
history books. 


His public position is unique— 
a grant of power and a kind of 
privacy that Americans do not 
ordinarily permit anybody, includ- 
ing their President. President 
Truman has to struggle with a 
Congress most of whose members 
think they are as smart as he is, 
or smarter, with a searching press 
corps and a free press substan- 
tially sympathetic to the opposi- 
tion party; and with a divided and 
individualistic Democratic party. 

Gen. MacArthur acts in obedi- 
ence to sweeping policy directives 
which give him great operating 
powers. He virtually controls ac- 
cess to his presence. The foreign 
correspondents here must compete 
for space with other world and 
domestic news and pay high cable 
tolls so they necessarily tend to 
stick to major policy. 

MacArthur not only doesn’t 
go home—he has not been in

"FHE House Ways and Means 
Committee has decided to put 
a $1,500,000,000 tax loophole un- 
der the microscope. 


This huge sum is the estimated 
annual income from interest, divi- 
dends and other returns on which 
life insurance companies are le- 
gally escaping taxation. 


The probing will be done by a 
subcommittee headed by Represen- 
tative Walter Lynch (Dem.), New 
York. Purpose of the investiga- 
tion is to recommend legislation 
dealing with section 202b of the - 
federal] tax laws. This is the pro- 
vision under which the insurance 
companies are avoiding taxation. 
It was enacted in 1942, over the 
vigorous opposition of the Roose- 
velt Administration. 


Under the section, insurance 
companies are permitted to com- 
pute their exemptions as credits Es 
against claims paid to policy hold- 
ers. Previously the companies 
paid as high as $34,000,000 a year 
in federal] taxes. Since the enact- 
ment of section 202b, they have 
claimed credits up to 100 per cent 
of their investment earnings. 


Hard Task Ahead. 


Ways and Means Committee 
leaders are aware they have their 
work cut out for them plugging 
up this loophole. That accounts 
for the size and strong bi-partisan 
composition of the probing group. 

The insurance lobby is among 
the most powerful in Washington, 
It is rated even stronger than the 
real estate and medical lobbies.

A Substantial Record = 


All in all, the first session of the Eighty-first 
Congress, which has adjourned after 10 noisy 
and at times acrimonious months, has compiled 
a substantial record. Its members and particu- 
larly its leaders can take the achievements of 
their first session to the people with a feeling of 
satisfaction. They have made a good start on 
arrying out the Fair Deal’s 1948 campaign. 

This does not mean, of course, that everything 
which President Truman asked for is either now 
law or awaiting his signature. Some of his _re- 


_ quests were destined to die on Capitol Hill, as, 


for example, Taft-Hartley repeal. In the nature 
of things, that promise hardly had a chance. 

There also are those measures which were 
laid over until next year even though the Ad- 
ministration leaders were obligated to get them 
through. Civil rights legislation is in that cate- 
gory. So is decent legislation for the admission 
of homeless people from Europe. So is exten- 
sion of Social Security. 

In all these cases, valiant efforts were made 
to obtain passage. On civil rights, Majority 
Leader Lucas went right up against a filibuster 
and a head-on battle over a rule change early in 
the session. On DP legislation, it is only fair to 
say that it too enjoyed strong support and is now 


_ scheduled for immediate consideration when the 


second session meets in January. The delay on 
mine safety legislation and several other simi- 
larly worthy measures must be put down in the 
end to the impossibility of handling everything 
even though the session exceeded all others in 
peacetime for length.. 

The refusal to confirm Leland Olds for re- 
appointment to the Federal Power Commission 
is the worst single misuse of the control over 
presidential nominations. 

Against that side of the record appears a very 
substantial credit. Two items alone—provision 
for slum clearance and low-rent housing for 
810,000 families, and increase in the miaimum 


wage in interstate industry from 40 to 75 cents 


an hour—are notable gains for the rank and file 
of the American people. These are enactments 
that really count. 

There are others, such as reciprocal trade con- 
tinuation and extension. In the international 
field, the session did its duty with respect to 
such things as voting funds for continuation of 
our economic program in Europe and for ratifi- 
cation of the Atlantic Pact. 

Also much to the credit of this Congress is 
legislation which increases the compensation of 
important civilian officials and personnel of the 
Armed Forces. Low pay scales have cost both 
the Government and the military services valu- 
able men. The increased rates will make it 
easier to hold able officials and officers. The 
record becomes the more impressive when it 
is remembered that hardly anything had been 
achieved up to June 1. The leaders were so 
willing to permit full discussion of some of the 
early knotty issues that summer came with al- 
rhost everything still to be done. It was at that 
time that Joseph L. Rauh Jr., executive secre- 
tary of the Americans for Democratic Action, 
spoke of the Truman Administration’s “surren- 
der” and “betrayal.” The Post-Dispatch asked 
the question if the White House was “giving up 
the Fair Deal?” 

All the more credit, therefore, to Majority

Cormack, who could never be sure when the 
G.O.P. Old Guard and the Dixiecrats would team 
against the Administration. Credit, too, to pro- 
gressive Republicans whose votes sometimes 
decided between defeat and victory. 

And credit to Harry Truman. He made his 

mistakes, as in the attempt to install Mon Wall- 
gren as chairman of the vital National Security 
Resources Board, but more often than not he 
took his stand for improving the lot of the ordi- 
nary people whom he himself typifies.

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Sympathy for Guatemala 
Three United States relief planes arrived in 
Guatemala City, with Red Cross teams, almost 
as soon as news of the disastrous floods in 
Guatemala reached the outside world. This is 
the kind of gesture, as well as help, that Latin 


America appreciates. 
Guatemalan officials state that 70,000 persons 


- are homeless. To understand what this means in 


a country with 3,600,000 citizens, the same pro- 
portion of homeless in the United States would 
be 3,000,000. Beyond that, Guatemala’s flood 
damage is estimated at $50,000,000, which is al- 
most inestimable considering the country’s 
slender resources. 

Obviously the Central American republic 
needs all the help it can get, and this presents 
the United States with an opportunity far beyond 
the cost of aid.- The relief that we provide 
would mean something in terms of that “solidar- 
ity” so often pledged to our southern neighbors. 
In fact, it would be simpatico, 
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Recognize-Red China? 

Shall the United States recognize the Commu- 
nist Government of China? 

With diplomatic relations in effect, this coun- 
try would have listening posts in China. From 
them it could gather accurate information on 
which to base its evolving China policy. 

It would be in position to foster some trade 
between China and Japan. . Chinese trade is es- 
sential if Japan is again to become self- 
supporting. Lacking it, Japan will continue to 
be a drain on the United States Treasury that 
is running at the rate of $1,000,000 a day. 

Relations between the United States and Eng- 
land, strained by the dollar crisis, would be im- 
proved. The British would like to hold onto 
their Chinese trade with the backing of Anglo- 
American partnership. 

If, as appears likely, the Chinese Communists 
find they cannot obtain the help they need from 
Russia, it might well be conveniently at hand. 
The United States is able—as Russia is unable— 
to help in China’s industrialization. 

If the United States does not establish rela- 
tions with the Peiping Government, then what? 
Should Washington support anti-Communist fac- 
tions wherever found, whether they are the dis- 
sident Nationalist forces of Chiang Kai-shek and 
Li Tsung-jen or those of feudal war lords? This 


would put the United States again on the side 


of the reactionaries in the eyes of world opinion. 

The success or failure of a policy ef .recogni- 
tion would depend’ mainly on two things. First, 
could the United States eventually persuade the 
Peiping Government that it is more to the inter- 
est of China to deal with this country than to 
deal with Russia?

We believe that 2 
forceful and consistent effort might answer both 
those historic questions in the affirmative. 
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Gen. Bradley’s Fine Appeal 

Gen, Bradley’s appearance before the House 
Armed Services Committee had a double value. 
First, as the country’s highest ranking military 
officer, he rebuked the manner and character 
of the Navy’s criticism of the other services as 
having done “infinite harm” to the world posi- 
tion of the United States.. He used such words 
as “misrepresentations,” “insinuations” and 
“Fancy Dans.” He also said, with some of the 
Admirals listening in, that any “low morale” in 
the Navy would be a mirror of the extent to 
which Navy personnel had “confidence in their 
leadership.” — ant 

With that Omar Bradley made a high-planed 
appeal for the Armed Forces teamwork which 
has been so sadly lacking. Here his statement 
had the quality of integrity, wisdom and sound 
judgment, as well as the frankness which the 
country has come to expect in his leadership. 

Gen. Bradley -says as sincerely as he can that 
he believes in a strong Navy, fleet air arm and 
Marine force. He decries the bitterness between 
the services. He concedes that mistakes in 
policy may have been made, but to him it seems 
more important that “there is something seri- 
ously wrong within our defense establishment.” 
And he expresses this conviction: 

I believe that with patience, understand- 
ing and co-operation, this wrong can be 


corrected. 
Any citizen, however incapable of judging the 


technical issues now in dispute, must share this 
hope with Gen. Bradley. Pearl Harbor illus- 
trated the danger of division in the high com- 
mand. Now the highest military officer of the 
nation says, “Americans must never forget the 
lessons we learned on that Sunday afternoon.” 

They must not be forgotten, and the only way 
to remember them is to apply.

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Returned for Liquidation 

There is a comforting parallel between that 
gift of $90,000 to John Dewey on this, his nine- 
tieth birthday, and what he intends to do with 
the money, The great philosopher will give it 
ail to education, which he has influenced as 
much as any man. Not every important thinker 
has been given such an opportunity to put his 
doctrine to practical test, but here is Mr. Dewey, 
again turning material things into ideals. 

The name of John Dewey is honored greatly 
for clearing cobwebs away from nineteenth cen- 
tury education and for leading schools toward 
usefulness. But the excerpts from his works 
which were recently printed on this page show 
that Mr. Dewey has looked into every corner of 
life. Sidney Hook considers that Dewey’s “in- 
strumentalism” has affected recent generations 
more than any other philosophy. 

Other critics consider him America’s major 
contribution to the realm of Plato, Aquinas and 
Kant. This contribution is particularly national 
because Mr. Dewey never separated himself 
from American life. He has insisted that since 
a philosopher receives “his problem from the 
world of action, so he must return his account 
there for auditing and liquidation.” 

His phtlosophic method was to reject the ab- 
solute and static dogmas of the past. He treated 
ideas as instruments to be tested against experi- 
ence, permitting gradual ehange. This is prag- 
matism. Sometimes it is called the scientific 
method. But it is also the method of democracy, 
and that is what John Dewey so well expresses. 
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Another Loan Lobby Upset 


Once again the Missouri House has rejected 
a “compromise” small-loan bill that was a sell- 
out to usury-minded lenders. To do it, the 
members had to override a ruling by Speaker 
Roy Hamlin holding that a conference report 
can be adopted by a majority of those present. 
The Constitut‘on requires a constitutional ma- 
jority of 78. This is the latest in a series of 
Hamlin maneuvers intended to serve the loan 
lobby and defeat the will of the House. 

The chances are that no interest bill will be 
adopted by this Legislature, carrying the stale- 
mate into the fifth year. So be it. While there 
is some evasion of the present 8 per cent ceiling 
on loan interest, it is better to keep the gougers 
outside the law than to legalize their operations. 
They wanted, as Majority Leader Turley argued, 
to make loan-shark rates lawful, but the House 
could be neither tricked nor bludgeoned into

The most superficial glance at the his- 
tory of higher education in this country 
during the last century should convince 
anyone that changes in this, as in nearly 
all institutions, are inevitable, that educa- 
tional doctrines and curricula which were 
entirely satisfactory to one generation have 
been transformed by the next. 

The function of the liberal college is 
much less easy to define than is that of a 
technical or professional school. In the 
colleges we are not concerned, or at least 
not primarily, with training for a trade or 
a profession. We are attempting to help 
young men and young women equip them- 
selves to live useful and satisfying lives. 

When we examine the practices as well 
as the assumptions of the liberal college, 
we quickly run into this paradox. Nearly 
all of the teachers in such colleges are spe- 
cialists in one or another field, or more 
usually sub-field, of scholarship, and yet 
only a small fraction of their students has 
the desire, the capacity, or the persistence 
to follow their example. And some degree 
of specialization is a desirable and impor- 
tant part of a college education itself. 


The Liberal Education 


Specialization cannot be fully justified, 
however, unless it contributes a full share 
to the basic essentials of liberal education 
—the ability to analyze with rigorous hon- 
esty, the capacity to communicate the re- 
sults of investigations and discussions to 
others, the acquirement of perspective and 
of tolerance for other ways of thinking and 
of behavior, some understanding of the en- 
vironment in which life takes place, and, 
perhaps most important of all and most 
difficult to obtain, an understanding of 
the importance of moral values, combined 
with the capacity to discuss them objec- 
tively and to take responsibility for accept- 
ing them. 

If these relatively vague aims are lost 
sight of and for them is substituted learn- 
ing or training in a narrow specialty, the 
liberal college has ceased to be liberal. 

Another aim of a liberal education with 
which everyone will agree is the promotion 
of citizenship. In a democracy the colleges 
cannot properly omit that obligation, 
though there can be and is disagreement 
about the best methods of inculcating both 
the riecessary background of learning and 
an attitude of responsibility.

And while we shall have to focus our at- 
tention primarily on the place of women 
in American life, there are some aspects of 
college education which call for more 
analysis than they ordinarily have received. 
Let me mention two similar criticisms of 
the colleges. 


Panacea in Great Books 


Several women have told me that in 
college they were led to believe, or at least 
they came away believing, that life beyond 
college would be altogether halcyon, as 
though no difficult decisions ever had to 
be made. Others have said there is no ref- 
erence forward from the studies of college 
days to the problems which make up the 
responsibilities of maturity. 

We could hardly be expected to provide, 
for young women of high intelligence, 
courses on how to make a living under any 
and all circumstances, or how hard life is, 
or how to be adaptable and efficient under 
changing conditions, or how to accept the 
role of homemaker instead of becoming a 
great scholar, or of writing immortal prose 
or painting immortal pictures, or writing 
all too mortal advertising slogans. But 
the colleges do have a continuing obliga- 
tion to consider whether there are ways in 
which they can narrow the gap, so far as 
there is one, between the academic experi- 
ence and the life after college. : 

Since I have referred to the importance 
of detached intellectual pursuits, perhaps 
I should say a word about the educational 
panacea which is devoted exclusively to a 
rarefied form of intellectualism—the great 
books curriculum. Most of us can agree 
that no college training is complete, or in- 
deed fair to gtudents, which does not in- 
clude the careful study of many great writ- 
ings of the past. But to limit our studies 
to great books is to shut ourselves from 
many aspects of past and present alike. 


What Colleges Can’t Do 


So narrow a cuurse of study is more 
likely to produce ignorant, though facile, 
dialecticians than truly educated citizens. 
It is, as has been observed, to take the 
words of Aristotle and to ignore his spirit

In 
the rather small rooms of the gal- 
lery the paintings seem insistent 
and uncompromising, robust state- 
ments directed to the strong in 
heart. You are in the presence of 
powerful emotion, expressed by in- 
tense, sometimes even shrill, color, 
ty forms which are changed and 
distorted to make their point, and 
by slashing black lines Which give 
a pounding emphasis. What Beck- 
mann sees is transformed by what 
he feels. 

You cannot read his symbols 
literally, for the specific refer- 
ence is often obscure. But you can 
grasp their largest meaning, be- 
cause their impact and intent are 
inescapable. The sad and haunted 
faces, the leering, merciless ones, 
the wildly dashing hobby-horse, 
the shroud-like fish, the impris- 
oned clown, the candles, swords, 
wheels, ladders, musical instru- 
ments—these are the materials. 
But grief and joy, despair and 
hope, bewilderment and affirma- 
tion—these are the meaning. 
There are allegories and such’ 
subjects as “The Prodigal Son,” 
from which the troubled face of 
the youth who has learned of the 
world remains a haunting image. 
There are landscapes and still- 
lifes, including a magnificent ver- 
sion of “Blue Iris.” There are 
portraits of persons whom Beck- 
mann knew in St. Louis, including 
Morton D. May and Fred Conway. 
No extraneous detail nor hesitant 
softening dilutes the artist’s al- 
most brutally direct interpreta- 
tions.

A group of boys known as the 
“gashouse gang” has learned a 
lesson in tolerance through the 


efforts of the North Side Y.M.C.A.., 
thus solving a problem they were 
creating in their neighborhood be- 
cause of their hostility to a com- 
munity of N living nearby. 

As told in one of the 101 true 
stories collected by the Communi-

The Partition of Germany | 


BONN, Germany. 


N a preceding article, dealing with Germany, J reported the rea- 
sons which seem to me to justify the view that the Adenauer Gov- 

_ ernment at Bonn is committed to a good European policy. In this 
article I shall venture to define what seem to me now some of the 
main elements of the problem that lies open for a constructive 


solution. 


The Bonn Government can suc- 
ceed only if it can resolve the par- 
tion of Germany, the conflict 
th France and the conflict with 
Poland.

federal republic. The terms of 
accession will no doubt be set 
high and will be hard. But it is a 
reasonable assumption that the 
manner in which.this Government 
has been set up indicates an 
awareness that the time is rapid- 
ly approaching when the Germans 
must be allowed to reunite. Natur- 
ally the Soviets intend to use their 
Government to influence the terms 
on which the unity is brought 
about. 

This assumption is supported, I 
believe, by the Soviet promises to 
the east Germans. The Russians 
have said that they will soon sign 
a peace treaty and will withdraw 
their troops. Those promises might 
of course not be kept. But if the 
Soviets mean to break these prom- 
ises, they are foolish to have made 
them.

claims. The formula under which 
they compute their liabilities is 
very flexible, It permits them to 
operate a wide range of tax-free 
enterprises, in one instance, a ra- 
dio station. WTIC, Hartford, 
Conn., 50,000-watt N.B.C. affiliate, 
is owned by the Travelers insur- 
ance companies.’ The _ station’s 
earnings are part of the tax-ex- 
empt income of the parent con- 
cern, 

Note: The Treasury Department 
is also making a study aimed at 
plugging up another big tax loop- 
hole. This is Section 101, giving 
tax exemptions to foundations, re- 
ligious organizations, co-operatives 
and numerous universities which 
own business and manufacturing 
enterprises. Some experts estimate 
this tax-free income as high as 5 
billion dollars a year.

WAGE-HOUR COMPROMISE— 
The compromise by the House- 
Senate conferees on the 75 cent- 
an-hour minimum wage bill was 
another triumph for Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio. His 
astute maneuvering dominated the 
closed-door deliberations on the 
controversial legislation. 

Main issue was over the. termi- 
nology on employes to be covered 
by the increased minimum wage. 

Representatives Samuel K. Mc- 
Connelf (Rep.), Pennsylvania, and 
Graham A. Barden (Dem.), North 
Carolina, demanded the wording 
“necessary to,” in the present law, 
be changed to read “indispensable 
to.” Representative Gus Kelley 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, countered 
with “directly necessary.” 

After a protracted wrangle, Taft 
proposed a compromise—“directly 
essential.” 

This drew angry fire from: Sen- 
ator Elbert Thomas (Dem.), Utah. 

“That language,” he charged, 
“is an open invitation to break 
down collective bargaining agree- 
ments already in existence. It is 
an open invitation to litigation. 
It would require years before the 
courts finally interpreted the 
meaning of ‘directly essential’,” 

Taft made no reply. Instead, 
he took aside Representative Wal- 
ter Brehm (Rep.), Ohio, who has 
been siding ‘with the Democrats. 
A few minutes later, Brehm cast 
the deciding vote for Taft’s pro- 


posal. 

Later, after another private talk 
between Brehm and Taft, the 
latter put over the amendment of 
Senator Hugh Butler (Rep.), Ne- 
braska. Under this provision, tele- 
phone exchanges with less than 
750 phones are exempted from the 
law. The previous number was 
500 phones. Opponents of the 
amendment claim it will deprive

Mellon Offered $1,000,000 for 
Painting in Austrian 
Loan Collection. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP)—Jan 
Van Delft Vermeer’s canvas—“The 
Artist in His Studio”—for which 
the late Andrew Mellon once bid 
$1,000,000 — is on its way to 
America. 

The famous painting, one of the 
world’s greatest art treasures, is 
part of an $80,000,000 loan col- 
lection from the Vienna Kunst- 
historiches Museum which will be 
shown in Washington and New 
York. 

The Navy announced this week 
that the art treasures—30 tons of 
them—were en route aboard a 
United States Navy refrigeration 
ship, the Malabar. 

An assassin’s bullet which cut 
down Austrian Chancellor Engel- 
bert Dolifuss in 1934 pulled the 
props from a three-year effort by 
Mellon, former United States Sec- 
retary of Treasury, to buy the 
Vermeer. It ended hope of Austrian 
Government approval of the sale. 

Later, Adolf Hitler took a fancy 
to the seventeenth century oil, 
acquired it and hung it in his 
Munich palace. During the war it 
was stored for safety in the Aus- 
trian salt mines. Eventually Hitler 
expected to give it a place of honor 
in the museum he planned for 
Linz, his Austrian birthplace. 

Abris Silberman of E. & A. Bil- 
berman Galleries, Inc., who nego- 
tiated for Mellon, said the finan- 
cier’s courier wags poised in Paris 
ready to speed to Vienna wi 
a $1,000,000 letter of credit when 
Dolifuss was struck down. 

“It -wouldn’t be a problem to 
sell this painting for $1,500,000,” 
Silberman said today. 

The Vermeer came to Austria a 
century ago when a German family 
acquired it for about $100. When 
Mellon was trying to buy it, the 
painting was owned by the family 
of Count Czernin, last Foreign 
Minister of the Austrian-Hun- 
garian empire. 

The 62-by-43-inch Vermeer de- 
picts a back view of the artist 
seated in front of his easel. It is 
des¢ribed as easily the best known 
of the 36 paintings currently 
ascribed to Vermeer, a contempor- 
ary of Rembrandt. 

The loan collection includes Ben- 
venuto Cellini’s famous gold salt 
cellar and 127 paintings represented 
by Rembrandt, Rubens, Van Dyck, 
Brueghels, Tintoretto, Titian and 
Velasquez. 


U.S, NOW HELPING STATES 
COLLECT CIGARETTE TAXES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
As of today, the Federal Govern- 
ment begins helping the states 
prevent tax avoidance on mail- 
order cigarette purchases. Presi- 
dent Truman signed legislation for 
the federal move yesterday. 

Representative Jenkins (Rep.), 
Ohio, itg author, said it puts a 
stop to millions of dollars an- 
nually in tax avoidance. The tar- 
get is smokers who get cigarettes 
by mail or other direct shipment 
from other states and do not pay 
the cigarette taxes of their own 
states. 


Under the new law, to be en- 
forced by the Department of Jus- 
tice, persons selling cigarettes in 
interstate commerce — the 
purchaser is a licensed distributor 
—must furnish the tax adminis- 
trator of each state into which 
such shipments are made a list of 

ng the shipments. 
With that list in hand, the state 
tax collector can call on any per- 
sons in the state receiving cigar- 
ettes on which their own state 
taxes have not been paid. Penal- 
ties vary from state to state.

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UP TROOP MNES, 
VUGOSLAVS SAY 


Units Sent Into Romanis, 


Borders of Other Satel- 
Tito Organ Charges.

BELGRADE, Oct. 20 (AP) = 
Yugoslavia charged last night that 
Russian troops have moved into 
neighboring. Communist countries 
to build up “warmongering” pres- 
sure against Marsha! Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s Government.

Se cial newspaper Borba, said Soviet 


army troops have moved inte 


Romania. Fortifications are being 
built under Russian supervision 
along the Yugoslav borders in 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Albania, the 
paper declared. 

(In Athens, well-informed. in- 
telligence officers said privately 
that Russia has placed five’ die 
visions along the: Yugoslav bor- 
ders in the last month. a 
sources — American, British abd 
Greek — said Russia apparently 
feared that Tito was secretly 
backing plans for a revolt in the 
isolated Soviet satellite of Albania.) 

Borba’s charges were the most 
specific accusations yet made in 
the Yugoslav capital about Rus- 
sian troop movements. Two weeks 
ago, Tito accusd Russia and its 
satellites of “rattling their arms” 
in an attempt to intimidate Yugo- 
slavia. The Borba report charged 
Russia had moved into Romania 
through Bucharest, with some 
small Red army units approaching 
the border toward Yugoslavia. 

The article said also that the 
Cominform countries with Russian 
help were strengthening their bor- 
der guards and building trenches 
and bunkers all along their fron- 
tiers with Yugoslavia. 

“All these military preparations 
are being followed by stronger 
warmongering propaganda in fron- 
tier areas,” Borba said. 

In Budapest, Hungary acknow!- 
edged yesterday it has mined and 
fenced off sections of its border 
with Austria. 

The reason, the Hungarians 
said, was to keep out “smugglers, 
spies and Fascists sent into Hun- 
gary by their imperialist employ- 
ers” and to prevent “similar char- 
acters from escaping Hungary.” — 

These disclosures were made in 
a note sent by the Hungarian Par- 
liament to the Austrian Govern- 
ment requesting Vienna's co-oper- 
ation in preventing illegal border 
crossings.

FIRM FINED $100; 
DIDN’T PAY EMPLOYE 
FOR TIME TO VOTE 


Day-Brite Lighting, Inc., 5401 
Bulwer avenue, was fined $100 in 
the Court of Criminal Correction 
today for failing to pay an em- 
ploye his regular wages for an 
hour and a half time off taken to 
vote in the Nov. 5, 1946, general 
election. 

When the case was before Judge 
Louis Comerford the first time last 
year, he sustained a company mo- 
tion to quash the charge on the 
ground the firm would be deprived 
of property without due process of 
law. The prosecuting attorney's 
office, which brought the charge, 
appealed that decision and the 8t. 
Louis Court of Appeals reversed 
the ruling and ordered a new trial. 

The record of the first trial was 
resubmitted by stipulation to the 
court for a second ruling. Judge 
Comerford, in a related case, had 
fined the company $100 for refus- 
ing to give the employe four hours 
time off to vote, but that decision 
was reversed on appeal and was 
not at issue in the new trial. 


CZECH ANTIQUES BUSINESS 
TAKEN OVER BY GOVERNMENT 


PRAGUE, Oct. 20 (AP)—The 
Czechoslovak Government today 
took control over another private 
enterprise—the antique business— 
by nationalizing import and ex- 
port. This followed the recent 
nationalization of the stamp col- 
lecting business. 

The newspaper Svobodne Slovo 
said a national corporation called 
“Antikva” had been established 
for this purpdse. It will control 
all cultural and collectors items 
produced before 1900 except books, 
periodicals, postage ote maps 
and music scores. 

The latter items alvindy are 
controlied by Orbis, the nationally 
owned newspaper distribution 
monopoly.

terns while on their reservations. 
And we should help those who 
leave the reservations to do s0 
under the most favorable condi- 
tions possible.

HE Walter Spaeths are back 

from Arabia, still sober and 

happily married. That's no 
mean feat after four years on 
Bahrein island, for the town of 
Awali, where Spaeth worked as an 
engineer for an Amertcan oi] com- 
pany, probably is the hardest- 
drinking, divorce-napptest place 
between the Persian Gulf and 
Creve Coeur, Mo. 

It gets su hot in Awali that even 
the British drink their beer cold. 
If you’re having somebody for 
dinner -in your air-conditioned 
house when it’s 160 degrees out- 
side, your guest may bring along 
his own whole case of beer—and 
topping that, Canadian whisky is 
a mere $1.60 a quart. 

Sturdy globe-trotters like the 
Spaeths and their two small chil- 
dren seem to thrive on a steady 
diet of sun, sand and the only 
fresh vegetables and fruits in reg- 
ular supply, cucumbers and pump- 
kins. 
week some new recruit to Ameri- 
ca's industrial Foreign Legion 
kisses the big pay goodby and 
heads back for Sioux City or what- 
ever town he calls home. 

Even big business tycoons suf- 
fer fits of despair in Awali. You 
soon get used to the idea that 
Friday, the Arabian Sabbath, is 
your day off although some Amer- 
icans who have been on Bahrein 
for a decade leave the office 
Thursday night with a cheery: 
“See you Monday.” 

It’s the Arabic holidays that drive 
vice presidents wild. There are 
just four main ones, but the na- 
tives go by the lunar calendar and 
festivities are never declared Gof- 
ficial until their chieftains can ac. 
tually see the new moon. The 
moon being an elusive phenome- 
non, your holidays depend largely 
ge cloud formations.

isle, the Sumi and the Shea. They 
celebrate their festivals on differ- 
ent days. 
days, four times a year, half the 
labor force of 5000 Arabs is home 
praying and the payroll depart- 
ment doesn’t recover from the 
confusion for several days. For 
one of. the largest oil refineries 
in the world, with a daily intake 
of 165,000 barrels of crude pe- 
troleum, that type of instability 
makes management an almost 
perpetual emergency, particularly 
with sources of supplies 7000 
miles away. 

Then there 1s the merry month 
of Ramdhan. The Arabic year be- 
ing 10 days shorter than ours, 
Ramdhan always hits a different 
season as the years roll by. This 
year it occurred during the hot- 
test spell of a torrid five-month 
summer season. During Ramd- 
han, Arabs fast from sunup to 
sundown. At night they make up 
for it by feasting until dawn. Re- 
sult: wholesale collapse among 
the hired help. 

To Spaeth, a 35-year-old main- 
tenance and construction special- 
ist from Baltimore who traveled 
around the world at the tender 
age of 10 to live with his family 
at Bangkok, Siam—his father was 
in medical research for the Rocke-

drastic annoyances became rou- 
tine. After all, he had celebrated 
the end of his formal schooling by 
joining a buddy in the purchase 
of a 26-foot sloop and sailing it 
frdm Miami to the West Indies 
for five months of sight-seeing, 
winding up at Trinidad for a job 
with an oil firm there. 

Only recently did he turn to 
more settled ways. He met and 
married his attractive wife Betty, 
University of Minnesota graduate 
in business administration. The 
Spaeths returned from their two 
Arabian trips with a Bahrein- 
born youngster each time. In 1947, 
they brought back Donald, who 
is now three years old. Returning 
from their second two-year con- 
tract last week, they showed up 
with Patricia, aged 11 months. 

Their choice of St. Louis as a 
permanent home is something of a 
compliment for the city. The 
Spaeths have lived in New Jer- 
sey, Kentucky and Kansas, but 
they liked St. Louis and environs 
best. They lived here in 1942, while 
Spaeth worked as_ construction 
superintendent at the Weldon 
Springs Ordnance plant. He pre- 
viously had had glowing reports 
of St. Louis from an uncle, Dr. Sig- 
mund Spaeth, musical authority, 
who visits here frequently. 

Back on leave a couple of years 
ago, they decided they wanted a 
home just like the one their 
friends, the Dr. Joseph Taussigs,, 
were planning. Today the two 
families are next-door neighbors 
in modern solar-type homes built 
of transite siding on Mosley road, 
Creve Coeur. And there’s some- 
thing unusual about the house on 
the hill besides its abundance of 
windows; the Spaeths never saw 
it until the day they began mov- 


ing in. 
M ably relieved to have the chil-

Sev- 
eral months a year the children 
couldn't play in the sun because 
they'd never bother keeping on 
their little cork helmets. And as 
for youngsters of school] age, the 
practice of having each Friday 
and Sunday off caused the British 
teachers to lament that their 
charges were either raring to go 
on a holiday or just recuperating 
from one. 

The children never saw a glass 
of fresh milk on Bahrein and 
Arabian eggs, like the hens that 
lay them, are so scrawny, that 
Donald sometimes would eat six 
at a sitting. Apples and oranges 
would be flown in from Iraq per- 


haps two or three times a year, 
but in their shopping tours 
through the company commissary 
the Spaeths found at least two 
unusually tasty delicacies: Tas- 
manian jelly and South African 
canned peaches. 

“I don’t think I’ll open another 
can Of vegetables as long as I 
live.” young Mrs. Spaeth sighs 
happily. 

The Bahrein Petroleum Co. em- 
ploys some 1000 non-natives on the 
island, 80 per cent of them Brit- 
ish. There were no restaurants 
to patronize, no garden spots to 
roam, so the only forms of enter- 
tainment were free movies, din- 
ner parties and such outside ac- 
tivities as you could dream up 
yourself, The movies were the 
open-air kind and the Spaeths 
found that the extra-bright Mid- 
dle Eastern moon interferes con- 
siderably with the effectiveness of 
technicolor. 

They enjoyed taking their sail- 
boat out on the gulf to watch the 
workings of the native pearling 
industry, and Mrs, Spaeth would 
take the youngsters to the beach, 
although the horrification of the 
Arabic women at their. bathing 
suits sometimes bordered on the 
hysterical. They swore the sun 
would kill the children and their 
own offspring never were per- 
mitted to doff their body-covering 
robes. . 

Spaeth was able to discern the 
Arab attitude at first hand be- 
cause he took great pains to learn 
their tongue, even if it did have 
four different ways of pronounc- 
ing the letter “k.” 

Fraternization with the Arabs, 
however, was not encouraged by 
his employers. It transpired that 
there exist seven or eight widely 
varying salary scales for the vari- 
ous nationalities and a caste sys- 
tem was inevitable. Americans, 
needless to say, formed the elite. 
An experienced engineer on Bah- 
rein might make $5000, $6000 or 
more per year plus allowances to 
cover rent for a pleasant two- 
bedroom house and part of the 
food bill. If your family was with 
you and all were bona-fide for- 
eign residents, earnings were tax 
free. 

In addition to the heat, the swel- 
tering humidity and the siesta- 
less, six-day week, there was the 
matter of the often fairly cold 
winter. When the thermometer 
plummeted to 38 degrees, the na- 
tives in their flimsy garb were in 
ho state to do much work and, 
as Spaeth puts it, “everybody sort 
of shriveled into nothing.” 

The new St. isans found 
some significant differences be- 
tween the British and the Ameri- 
can slant on the business of 
colonizing. 

“The American at best is still 
a tourist,” Spaeth says, “the Brit- 
ish have a much higher sense of 
responsibility.” 

Americans nearly always hark 
back to home, the British hardly 
ever do. Once out of not-so-merrie 
England, they tend to look 
forward to retiring in Australia 
or New Zealand. 

Despite the multitude of draw- 
backs, the Spaeths seem to feel 
that their’ own version of the

North started properly with his 
four-card, higher ranking dia- 
mond suit, so as to have a con- 
venient rebid if South responded 
with one heart no-trump or even 
one spade, After Seuth confirmed 
the length of his spade suit, North 
of course gave a ‘vigorous raise in 
that direction. 

West selected the top club as 
his opening lead. Fearing that this 
was a singleton, declarer put up 
dummy’s ace; then cashed the 
spade king and led a_ second 
round of trumps. East discarded 
a diamond—and the fat was in 
the fire for declarer! For want 
of something better to do, he won 
with the spade ace and led the 
jack of clubs. East took the trick 
and shifted to his fourth-highest 
heart, West won with the ace, 
drew dummy’s last trump, and 
returned a heart to East’s king, 
defeating the contract. 


Declarer should have realized 
that if the trumps did not break, 
he might be in great difficulty, 
and therefore he should have made’ 
a precautionary move! That move 
consisted solely of leading dum- 
my’s singleton heart before touch- 
ing trumps! Suppose the worst 
happened—that East won the 
trick, cashed the club king and 
gave West a club ruff. Surely, 
South could then count on win- 
ning the rest of the tricks, since 
the trumps would then be easy 
to draw unless West originally 
had held all four of the missing 
trumps—an extremely remote con- 
tingency.
